S.O. 566(E)/I8FB/IDRA/75.—Whereas by the Order of the Government of India in t'ne 
late Ministry of industrial Development, No. S.O. 542(E)/18AA/IDRA/74, dated the 13th 
September 1974, the management of the Industrial undertaking known as Amritsar Sugar 
Mills Company Ltd., Amritsar (hereinafter referred to as the said industrial undertaldng) 
fc_so far as it relates to the factory known as Amritsar Oil Works, Amritsar (hereinafter 
referred to as the said factory) was taken over under section 18AA of the Industries (Deve¬ 
lopment and Regulation) Act 1951 (65 of 1951) for a period of five years commencing from 
the 13t'h September, 1974; 

And whereas by the Order of the Government of India in the late Ministry of Industrial 
Development, No. S.O. 549(E)/18FB/'IDRA/74, dated the 19th September 1974 the Central 
Government had declared that— 

(a) the enactments, or portions thereof, as the case may be, specified in the Schedule 

to that Order shall not apply to the said industrial undertaking in so far ‘as 
they related to the said factory; and 

(b) the operation of all contracts, assurances of property, agreements, settlements, 

awards, standing orders or other instruments in force (other than those relating 
to secured liabilities to banks and financial institutions) to which the said

industrial undertaking was a parly in so far as they related to the said factory, 
or which might be applicable to it immediately before the 19th September, 
1974 and all the rights, privileges, obligations and liabilities accruing or arising 
thereunder before the said date shall remain suspended for a period of one 
year commencing from the 19th September 1974; 

And w'nereas the said period of one year has expired; 

And whereas the Central Government is satisfied that it is necessary so to do in the 
interest of the general public with a view to preventing fall in the volume of production in 
a scheduled industry, namely vanaspati; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (I) of section I8FB 
of the said Act, the Central Government hereby declares that— 

fa) t'ne enactments or portions thereof, as the case may be specified in the Schedule 
to this Order shall not 'apply to the said industrial undertaking in so far as 
they relate to the said factory: 

(b) the operation of contracts, assurances of properly, agreement, settlements, 
awards, standing orders or other iistruments, in force (other than those relat¬ 
ing to secured liabilities to banks and financial institutions), to which the said 
industrial undertaking is a party in sn far as they may relate to t'ne said 
factory, or which may be applicable to it immediately before Ihc date of 
publication of this Order in the Official Gazette, and all the tights, privileges, 
obligations and liabilities accruing and arising thereunder before the said date 
shall remain suspended. 

2. This Order shall remain in force for a period of one year.
